Son. Perhaps nowhere else in the world 
s there so complete a coller.tion of Af- 
rican animals, birds, fishes, molluslcs and 
reptiles. About 5,000 mammals are in- 
duded in the exhibit, which is one of 
!Ke foremost objects of interest to tour- 
fsts in the capital. These range from the 
^ormous rhinoceros to tiny mice. 


The st6ry of the foundation of the 


Smithsonian Institution is one of tho 
most remarkable talcs in the annals ol 
science. James Smithson .was'a wealthy 
Englishman who wrote many treatises 
vniich 
failed to bring him any wide- 


spread fame, lie was (he son of Mr? 
Elizabeth Macic, a niece of Charles, 
Duke of Somerset, but for some un- 
known reason he adopted the name of 
Smithson. 
He once wrote, "The best 


blood of England (lows in my veins; on 
my lather's side I am a Northumber- 
land, on,my mother's.side I am related 
to kings. But this avails me not. My 
name shall live, in the memory of man 
|»hcn the titles of Northumberland and 
pie Percys arc extinct and forgotten " 


A Romantic Scientist, 


Apparently he relied upon his benefac- 


tion to the United States to establish 
his fame for all time, and there arc 


. probably more people in this country who 
have heard of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion than of the dukes oE Northumber- 
land.
